I quite appreciate the impossibility of two teachers teaching in the same little 
room so I have persuaded Father Lauzon to allow the department the use of his par-

I desire to refer to that portion of 
your letter of the 27th ultimo which mentioned the 
request you had received from Bishop Cody for a school 
at West Seanich. 


I hed an opportunity of discussing this 
matter with Bishop Cody on Saturday afternoon and he 
feels that there is a necessity for this school and 
that {£¢ should be operated under the general direction 
of the present teacher of the Tsartlip School. [ 
understood from Bishop Cody that the proposed new 
room is a comparatively short distance from Tseartlip. 
Tt has been decided to recognize this second room as 
an adjunct of the Tsartlip Sehool. Bishop Cody will 
nominate a qualified member of the Order to which the 
teacher at the Tsartlip School belongs. Salary will 
be allowed at the rate of $90 a teaching month, plus 
bonus. 


During the course of our conversation 
Bishop Cody stated that he understood from Inspector 
Coleman that surplus desks were available at some 
other schools and consequently it would not be 
necessary to purchase new ones. If this is correct, 
you may arrange for the transfer of these surplus 
desks, but, if you have to purchase new desks, you 
may do so. 
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The Department also approves an expenditure 
of epproximately $200 for minor alterations to the parish 
hall and we will allow a nominal rental of $10 a month 
for this building. I presume that arrangements will be 
made to open this extra room in September and no doubt 


you will advise me as soon 4s Bishop Cody nominates the 
teacher.

As you know,s,the three sisters drive to and 
from the three schools each day in one car iauking & total round 
trip of about 25 miles. 


In Loveuwber lust, the transmission failed in 
the @ister's Car, which ls'a 1941 Nuason, and the dealers and 
mechanies in Victoria have’ beus trying ever sinee to get a 
replacement, but without success. in lact a telegram has been 
sent to tho Hudson factory twice weekly ever sines trying to get 
them to expedite shipment Lut sc far no reply has been received, 
the factory simply ignore the telegrams. ‘he result of all this 
hes been th ister's having to torrow the mechanics Gar, whieh 
convenience ended lest week, und so now they are right up against 
4t, no car and no immediate chanee of getting repairs ior their 
own car which hag the broken transmissions unless of course there 
is some pressure put on tha liudson Factory to either send a reply 
to the many telegrams which they heve ignoved, or forward the 
necessary parts as ordered lust Tovember,. The strike situation 
in the UeSe of course complicates matters stiil more. 


The Teachers have transportation for \onday 
next only only, after that the schools will have to close until 
arrangements of some kind are made. in checking over the 
possibility of procuring some means for the Sister's to get to 
school and back daily» I find that the Sylvester UsDrive Co. 
in Victoria will provide a car at the rate of $30.00 per week, 
Sister's to supply gas, oil and repairs which they are willing 
to do providing the Department will pay the cost of the actual 
hire. As you know, Bus transportation is not available at hours 
suitable, and then it would mean a walk of 2 miles to and from 
the schools. (over) 
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In giving this matter serious consideration 
and trying to arrive at some solution for the problem, I cannot 
see anything that would be at all suitable other than for us 
to hire a Car from the UeDrive CO. at the price stated. 


It may be unusual for the Deparément to be 
asked to supply transportation for the teachers, but this is an 
unusual set-up and in my opinion at least calls .or action in 
an unusual manner. I would therefore recommend that the Dept. 
pay the hire of tais Car, and in the meantime try and put some 
pressure on the factery to ship the parts for the Sisters’ care 


he schools will be closed on Tuesday next 
pending some suitable arraugements being made, The Sister's have 
done everything they possibly can do and only came to me as @ 
last resort when they were unable to borrow 4 ear ay longer.

It will be observed that the Agent 
recommends that transportation be provided for the teachers 
at the rate of $30.00 per week at the expense of the 
Department. 


The responsibility of getting to and from work 
devolves on the teachers of our schools in the same way 
as any other employees and as I am not convinced the 
Department should accept this responsibility I regret that 
I am umable to endorse the Agent's recommendation.

T have your letter of the 2lst instant with 
reference to the difficulties experienced by the teachers 
of the aanich Indien Day Schools in securing transportetion. 
As you pointed out in the last paragraph of your letter, Vile 
responsibility of arran ing transportation to and from the 
schools depends on the teachers in the same way as in the case 
of other employees. If we accepted responsibility in this 
particular case, we would probably have many more such 
applications. 


The only possible solution that I can think of is 
that if they cannot get their car repaired it might be 
possible to rent for a few months some residence near the 
achools at which they can reside. We want to keep these 
schools open if at all possible and such arrangements might 
be mede at fairly reasonable cost. The difficulty which 
they are experiencing in obtaining parts for their car 
should be overcome within the next few months.

Dear Sir: 

I presume that the estimates on the new schools 
aré at present studied by your Department. Sé I present, for the last 
time, my case for a consolidated school in Saanich, BC. I feel that a 
three-room-school is required to give accommedati on to our rising 
school population. I am sending you a copy of the survey I made for 
Mr. ReF. Davey, the B.C. School Inspector. 

My reason for asking for a consolidated school 
is the necessity of providing extensive vocational training to the 
indian childrene Some may look at St. Catherine as not being 4 comple~ 
te success. Nevertheless the yocational training, among the girls espe- 
cially,has brought about a marked improvement in the care they take of 
themselves, and for the few that are married, of their homes. Here in 
Saanich, it is easy to tell when a hone is cared for by women who have 
had vocational training. In my opinion, it takes a daily routine 
of trining to teach those children how to manage a home. 

Although the academic progress of the pupils would 
be retarded somewhat on account of the time taken for vocational trai- 
ning, I feel that it would be for the benefit of the majority and that 
it would give them the type of education that would prepare them to 
petter their home condition. 

Discussing a future school with the Superior 
General of the Sisters of the Immeulate Heart of Mary, she told me 
that from the academic view-point, she that the efforts of the teachers 
are too scatered at present and that the same staff would do more and 
petter work if they were in the same school. Moreover she told me 
that she does not favour the situation where one sister is isolated, 
although she would be ready to leave one sister in Zast Saanich if 
needed be. 

The grouping of the children would hetp in 
many activities. I have had two older girls take a Girl-Guides course 
this summer. With the Sisters! supervision they would be able to 
start a Broyny pack. 

The question of attendance is one that is not 
easily answered. But judging by the present situation, it should be 
very satisfactory. I haye proposed and the Sisters have agreed to 
pegin school at 9.50 to give the little ones more sleep in the 
morning. 

Someone would have to be found to operate a buse 
The Vancouver Island Coach Line have their nearest depot in Victoria 
and they charge for every mile out of the depot, which would mean» 
at least 30 miles of dead load. I have told Mr. Davey that I would 
be interested in the transportation contract. 
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Doreaxing with the indians, I have found no objection to a consoli- 
dated school. Moreover, the larger the school, because they are always 
complaining ( to quote one in the Daily Colonist) that the Department 
of Indian Affairs is only building 2x4 schools. 
I have asked the Superior General of the Sisters of 
giving her opinion on the new school and to 
would be required for the sisters! quarters, 
de for a social worker, 2s she told me that 
ave one sister trained and sent here.

MEMORANDUM TO INDIAN COMMISSIONE! 


I refer to the Director's letter dated September 28th, 
1949, in which reference is made to matters brought up for 
consideration by Major General Pearkes, V.C., M.P. 


(1)"Theat Indian hich school students failing to pass 
their year be extended financial assistance to 
enable them to repest the year when recommended 
by the Principal of the school." 


Although it has been the general practice of the Depart- 
ment to refuse assistance to enable students to repeat 4 year's 
high school work, there have already been departures from this 
general policy. I do feel, however, that the Department might 
be somewhat more lenient in its rulings where both the Principal 
and myself recommend assistance. 


(2)"That a consolidated school be built to replace 
the sue ll day schools st Hast Saanich and Tsartlip." 


The problem of the most suitable type of school to serve 
the four reserves at the north end of the Saanich peninsula 
has concerned me for some time. In the early part of this year 
I made a visit to the four reserves, namely, Tseycum, Pauquachin, 
Tsartlip and Tsawout and I attach herewith # rough sketch map 
showing the location of the reserves and the distances involved. 
There would be no difficulty in having a bus operate so 4s to 
serve these reserves and had it not been for the experience at 
St. Catherine's and several other points where we have Indian 
children attending Provincial schools by bus, I would undoubtedly 
have recommended the establishment of a consolidated school. I 
find, however, that wherever the teacher is removed from contact 
with the home, there is a falling off in the regularity of 
attendance, in fact, this problem becomes so acute thet the 
benefits of consolidation sre lost. One factor appears to be 
of paramount importance in the successful operation of our 
Indian schools, that is continued contact between the teacher 
and the home. 
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You will remember that we have two schools established in 
this area, one on the Tsartlip Reserve and another on the 
Tsawout Reserve (East Saanich). The operation of both these 
schools has been reasonably successful. On the two remaining 
reserves, Pauquachin (Cole Bay) and Tseycum, the school popula- 
tion is not sufficient to justify the establishment of separete 
schools and conseauently, ® taxi is now being hired to transport 
the pupils from these two reserves to the Tsartlip School. How 
successful this will be remains to be seen but in view of the 
very small number of school age children, there appears to be 
no alternative. 


I would recommend that the new school on the Tsartlip 
Reserve be of two rooms, preferably of such plan that the 
construction of an addition at a later date would present no 
difficulty. This would serve the three reserves on the west 
side of the peninsula. 


I am convinced that we should maintain our school on the 
East Saanich Reserve for the present time. The distance which 
© bus would have to travel from the East Saanich Reserve in a 
circuitous route to serve the Union Bay and Cole Bay reserves, 
would be 9.5 miles as measured by car speedometer. This means 
thet the bus would have to leave the Hast Saanich Keserve at 
about 8:15 in order to arrive at the Tsertlip School at the 
usuel opening time. Although this would present no difficulty 
in a white community, our experience indicates thet the necessity 
of pupils catching a bus at 8:15 would result in a high rate of 
absenteeism. 


In June of 1948 9 tabulation was made of the school populs- 
tion on the four points concerned. This indicated 4 school age 
population of 152 on the three reserves on the west side of the 
peninsula, however, the school enrolment and attendance indicates 
that there sare # large number of children who sare appsrently not 
available for attendance at a Day school. In fact, in the 1947- 
48 year the enrolment never exceeded 39. 


The school should be located on the Tsartlip Heserve, so 48 
to serve the two other reserves on the West side of the peninsul®. 
A site adjacent to the existing one-room Department-owned school 
would be the most suitable location. 


The school should be provided with a teacherage, for although 
this area is thickly populated for a rural community, the teachers 
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would undoubtedly have difficulty in finding boarding places 
within reasonable distance of the school.

MacKinnon, reports the children bright, academically and that they 
have become much more presentable and clean since School started. 
The Anaham Lake Indians who form part of the Ulkatcho Band are 
becoming increasingly noisy about a school for their children 
and I consider it would be a worthwhile idea for the Department 
to run another 4 months School at this point. Mr. MacKinnon 
Boula teach at Anaham Lake after the school closes at Ulkatcho 
since the Anaham Lake Indians are better off and do not leave 

during the summer months. A seperate report has gone in 
on this project.

I would recommend that if the Department 
can find about$215.00 of the suggested 500.00 during 
the present Fiscal Year and the balance for salary and rent 
to the end of June out of the 1941-42 vote, the experiment 
of a temporary seasonal school be tried at Anahim Lake.

work at this point on completion of the term at Ulkatcho, 
which terminates on February 28th, 


No provision has been made for a seasonal school 
at Anaham Lake and, unless funds to the extent of $500.00 
are available, no action can be taken in respect to same 
this fiscal year, nor in fiscal year 1941-42 unless the 
necessary provision is made, 


From Inspector Barry's survey it would appear that 
some 16 children would be available to attend the proposed 
school, which for this term would only operate for four 
months, following which the question of the establishment 
of @ seasonal school on a permanent basis could be considered, 


Should funds be available, I would recommend that

Extract from Acting Indian Agent Christie's report on 
the school situation in the Williams Lake Indian Agency. 


ANAHAM BAND 


The Anaham Band with a population of 502 is the largest Band in this 
Agency. The Reserve on which their village is built contains some 
of the finest cultivated land in the Chilcotin, all in one block. 
The Anaham Indian village is situated on the main highway, 70 miles 
West of Williams Lake, and is supplied with a domestic water system. 
Should a school be established here, it is quite possible that a 
number of children from the Stone Reserve, 12 miles distant, might 
be able to make arrangements to attend. 


The Church and Priest House on this Reserve are also available for 
school purposes, but the Community Hall, a log building 22° x 40', 
would be more satisfactory. This building will require the following 
material to make it comfortable, and the Indians have promised to 
contribute the labour:

Anaham Indian Day School: The attendance at this school 
has been quite good for a start, and it is expected that when the 
family allowance comes into operation it will be an added induce- 
ment to Indian parents to make arrangements for most of their chil- 
dren to attend regularly. Already some of the indians who live on 
the meadows are making arrangements to build houses on the Anaham 
Indian Reserve No. 1 to enable the children to attend school. The 
Missionary Sisters to Christ the King, who are teaching this school, 
are vary competent and are doing good work. Clothes have been made 
up by the chibdren under the supervision of the Sister Superior 
out of used Army clothing. 


The relationship between the children and the Sisters is 
very good and every night the Sisters' home is full of children, 
With the erection of a suitable school building, which should in- 
clude a fairly large club room, much good work will be accomplished

With reference to Mr. Neary's letter of February 24th 
regarding the proposed construction of better classroom facilities 
at the above mentioned Indisn Day School, I have discussed this 
matter at some length with District School Davey, who is familiar 
with the school in question, with a view to determining whether 
or not priority should be given to construction at this point 
rather than to the six schools listed in my letter of January 
9th and the others referred to in the School Inspector's memorandum 
of January 7th, a copy of which was sent to you. 


Although the condition of the Aneham School building 
leaves much to be desired Inspector Davey is »f the opinion that 
the expenditure of a small emount for repairs and improvements 
would put the building in a usesble condition for a year or two 
which would persit us to proceed with more urgently required cn- 
struction elsewhere with the funds available. It would perhaps 
be advisable however to leave the matter in aveyance until we 
are definitely advised what amount will be available for new 
construction in British Columbia in the 1948-49 fiscal year. If 
it is apparent that new construction at Aneham should be left in 
abeyance Mr. Christie will be requested to investigate and report 
on the repairs and improvements which might be carried out to the 


present building.

This 
is similar to the building which we are erecting at Chenail 
on the St. Negis Reserve and also to that now being built at 
Lennox Island. The only difference from the Lennox Island 
School is thet there the teachers’ quarters have been extended 
to provide additional accommodation for a nurse.

I refer to Mr. Phelan's letter of October 7th regarding 
an adjustment in the scnool calendar for the above mentioned 
school. 


This school did not open until October 4th because 
there were no pupils on the reserve to attend. Attendance 
during the month of September is usually very poor due to 
the fact that the majority of the families are absent from 
the village cutting hay. This condition was accentuated 
this year due to the very wet weather. Inspector Yavey is 
of the opinion that it is usually poor practice to change 
the normal school calendar for any particular school, but 
the conditions on this particular reserve are so unusual 
and attendance during the month of September is so poor 
that he believes an experiment at this point would be 
justified, 


The Indiarf on this reserve must of necessity be away 
from the reserve during the greater part of September in 
order to harvest the hay crop on their meadows which are 
located at a considerable distance from the reserve and it 
is impossible for the children to attend the Anaham school 
when the families are away at the meadows. Unfortunately 
we have no record of the previous attendance at the Anahan 
school during the month of September for previous years but 
Inspector Davey believes that an inspection of these would 
indicate that attendance is extremely poor during this month.

Any variations 
from the normal procedures followed in provincial schools are apt 
te be the subject of adverse comment, even though such variations 
may be caused directly by their own customs and habits, It would 
geem that even though the attendance et the Anaham Day School is 
low during September, it is not low enough to warrant a change in 
the normal school calendar, However, we will expect to hear 
further from you concerning this matter.

Dear Mr. Christie: 


Your letter of December 18, reached us Tuesday the 4th. 
We are somewhat surprised that the Department does not deem it 
advisable to forego our teaching in the month of September, since, 
as you say, we would not have had any pupils at all this year 
during that month, on account of the flooded condition of the 
meadows and the necessity for the parents to be away from the 
Reserve later than usual. In fact, ell the years that we have 
been teaching in Anaham, that is since 1944, the attendance at 
school in September has been very low. If we look at the Register 
for those past four years, we do not count any more than about 10 
pupils altogether in the two classes, from the opening of the 
school to September 15. On the other hand, the work does not call 
them away from school before July 15, therefore it might be just 
as well to begin school in the middle of September and have a good 
attendance all the year. Otherwise, it does not profit the children, 
and everybody knows what a headache it is for the teacher to start 
everything over again for the late pupils. 


Hoping that the reasons given above for the change in the 
School Calendar might help to reconsider the question, I remain,

I wes very much perturbed regarding the ettached inspection 
reports covering District School Insnector Davey's visit to the 
above-mentioned School on Sentember 27th and after studying 
them I visited His Excellency, Archbishop Duke, and discussed 
them with him at some leneth. 


As you *re aware, there is temporsrily at present * great 
scercity of Catholic teachers in our Day Schools in this 
Province, and the same condition exists, although to ® lesser 
degree, in those schools where Sisters of various Orders sre 
teaching. The Sisters teaching in British Columbine are all 
fully quslified and from teaching Orders, with the exception 
of the above School, which Order is primarily © missionsrv 
congregstion, doing extensive missionary work in the Orient 
and who only esccepted work in the Ansham district because of 
continued request and then only because of their inability to 
carry out sdditional missionary duties in the Orient, due to 
wer conditions. 


Last year, st the Ansham School, Sister Mary St. Rernerd 
wes in charge and was most successful in msking © real 
contribution, not only in the classroom but with the children's 
parents and throughout the entire community. She was trans- 
ferred to senior duties in the East and was repleced by Sister 
Mary Immaculata. I am writing to the Mother Generel of the 
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Missionsry Sisters of Christ the Kine, drewing to her *ttention 
the desirability and necessity of qualified teachers occupying 
teaching positions st the Ansham School and it is my hope that 
this important matter m®y be rectified st ® fairly early date.

I might say that the Anaham Indians have removed 
the stones and plowed out the ground around these buildings 
which will be planted with trees and garden by the Sisters 
who are teaching school there. These school buildings 
should be fenced to protect the windows from horses and 
cattle which frequently are running loose around the res- 
erve. 


Also, a garden with flowers and trees would do 
much to improve the appearance of the place and also will 
probably be an incentive to the Indians to dc something about 
peautifying their own homesites. 


It will require approximately 612 feet of fenc~ 
ing, so that 4 rolls will be necessary. It is difficult 
to get this wire around town, and Mr. Cosman is the only 
one who had 4 rolls available, and he has promised to 
hold same until I hear from you.

The Anaham Indian Day School is now in its 
second year of existence in the makeshift building for- 
merly used as a Community Hall by the Indians. I think 
the results so far achieved have been very good and that 
the time has come to erect a modern school building on 
this Reserve in conjunction with a ward for emergency 
hospital patients and perhaps a emall preventorium for 
T.B. casese 


Considerable thought has been given to the 
desired set-up on Anaham Keserve, the largest reserve in 
this Agency, with approximately 4,000 acres cultivable 
when irrigation is extended, in the centre of the Chil- 
cotin, and adjacent to the Alexis Creek, Stone, Nemaiah 
Valley and Toosey Reserves, with the object of making 
the most advantage of the services of the Missionary Sis- 
ters of Christ the King, who specialize in teaching and 
nursing amongst native races. In this regard, I would 
direct your attention to Inspector TG. Carter's reports 
of June 14th, 1945. 


Regarding Sr- Mary Sts Paul, ReN-e, her reports 
speak for themselves, and more so from the reduction in 
hospitalization at the Chilcotin General Hospital at 
Alexis Creek. There are other advantages which cannot be 
estimated yet, such as the interest taken in gardening, 
in the children after school hours, and 80 one

The average atten 
quarter was forty.e Twenty-one children be 
Anaham Indian Reserve are not attending any . 
because, for the most part, their parents are ut 
ing cattle. With better houses and more accommodat 
on the Reserve, it is expected that more children will 
attend. The development of all of the Anaham Indian 
keserve Noe 1, possible with irrigation from the Chil- 
cotin iver, will also enable more of the Indians to 
stay at the village where the school is situated. 


In my opinion, the ideal arrangement would 
be that two sméll dormitories be provided, one for 
boys and anotner for girls, to hold six beds in each 
dormitory, to accommodate pupils while their parents 
a@re at the meadows. I wish it clearly understood that 
this would not change the status of this school into 
a xesidential School, as the Indians would be asked to 
contribute food, such 4s meat and vegetables, and the 
Sisters could have the Family Allowance payments to 
purchase the extra food recommended. There is a resi- 
dent priest on the Reserve now--Father Lk. Brown, OcMel., 
and this has been discussed with him and also the 
Missionary Sisters of Christ the King, who would he 
prepared to arrange for the supervision necessary. 2 
This idea might be extended to include Indian childr 
from outside Reserves such as Nemaiah Valley, Stone we 
Toosey, depending upon what the Department proposes 
do about the Cariboo Indian Residential School, whic 
will be more fully discussed in a separate report. 


My reason for going somewhat into details 
is so that the Department may decide what kind of a 
budlding is required and so that they can plan it 
for an extension when this is considered necessary, 
if not now, at some future date. 


At present, there are twentyesing pupil® 
on the register of the junior room, in sra#® 1A, 1% 
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Aneham Indian Day 
____ School 


and kindergarten, which is a& heavy class of beginners, 
considering that they have to be taught @ new language. 
There are 18 pupils in the senior rocn, mostly in s«rades 
two and three. 


The minimum requirements, then, would be two 
classrooms, with possibilities for an additional class- 
room at an early date. The school building proper, ere 
ected at Bella Bella and Kitimat, would be satisfactory 
at Anaham with @ full basement, providing possibilities 
for two rooms in the basement, one of which could be a 
manual training room ani the other an additional class- 
room and club room. 


Adjoining the school building would be the 
Sisters' Residence with kitchen, living room, four bed- 
rooms, bathroom and dispensary. Part of this could form 
a wing so that the building would be an *"L" shap, and 
provision could be made for the dormitories and/or two 
rooms for emergency hospital patients as desired. 


I might say that Sr- Mary Ste Paul, Hele, 
hae made the services of Mrs. Anderson, ReNe, at Alexis 
Creek unnecessary, with the exception that the hospital 
accommodation there provides for emergency cases from 
Redstone Reserve. Most of the patients who formerly were 
admitted from Anaham Reserve, are now taken care of in 
their own houses by Sre Mery St. Paule Mrs. Anderson, 
ReNe, is continually complaining about the lack of pat- 
ients for the Chilcotin Hospital, apparently forgetting 
thet the Department had no idea of hospitalizing Indian 
patients there at all without the services of a resident 
physician. Mrs. H, Anderson is a very good nurse, but 
is, of course, not in a position, since she lives seven 
miles from the nearest Reserve, to give the same service 
as Sr. Mary Ste Paul. In these circumstances, I would 
recommend that two rooms accommodating three beds each 
be included in the new building to take care of emergency 
CASES. 


With the appointment of fulletime Indian 
Doctor for this Agency, of course, it might be found more 
economical tc hospitalize medical cases as distinct from 
surgical in the Chilectin, but it is recommended that the 
Department heve their own Hospital on Anaham Reserve in 
conjunction with the School.

year, I thought it well to give my ideas of what is re- 
quired, since it ie much more economical to plan for ex- 
pansion than to buila two or three buildings, each with 
@ separate heating plant, and so on, later on. 


Tne Missionary Sisters of Christ the King have 
made it possible for a different set-up at Anaham than 
would be the rule in most day schools. The ultimate idea 
is to educate Indians girls so that they will be able to 
graduate as nurses, teachers and social workers amongst 
their own people. While this program would seem rather 
ambitious at present, among the Indians in this district, 
@ beginning has to be made sometime, and, in the meantime 
much valuable social work as well as educational and med- 
ical service, is being given by the Order. I think I 
could also state that any work undertaken by these Sisters 
would be done more economically than by any other Agency 
Since they are not primarily in hospitalization as a 
business to the extent that St. Paul's or the other large 
Catholic Hospitals in the country. 


In conclusion, I would respectfully suggest 
that consideration is given to these ideas before 4 school 
building is began at An@ham, and I think that the Depart- 
ment should also get in touch with the head of the Mission- 
ary Sisters of Christ the Kind,--

I have your letter of the 13th instant, enclosing 
@ coumunication from Indian Avent Christie with reference to 
suitable accoumodation that he considers necessary on the 
Anaham Indian Keserve. 


While li. Christie has submitted a very comprehensive 
report, I agree with the statement made in the last paragraph of 
your letter, that the matter will have to remin in abeyance for 
the time being. No funds were specifically provided in the 
current year's appropriation for the erection of a new school on 
the Anaham eserve. 


The suggestion made by Mir. Christie, that small 
dormitories be provided for a limited number of boys and girls, 
is @ proposal that has been submitted to us from other points in 
the Dominion, ‘whether Mr. Christie realizes it or not, the 
provision of such accommodation would actually mean a small 
residential school, I think you will agree that we would have 
all the problems with a small group that we would have with a 
much larger group. A special staff would have to be engaged to 
look after the children during their free time and adequate 
provision would have to be made for sleeping accoumodation, as 
well as meals, etc. The use of Yamily Allowances in the manner 
suggested by Mr, Christie would not be feasible, The basic 
thought in the peyment of family allowances is to provide certain 
extras for children. ‘The amount is certainly not sufficient to 
provide for their full maintenance in an institution, if an 
institution were established, as suggested by the Indien Avent.

I would say that the following minor 
details are ones on which improvements can be made: 


(1) If steel beams are obtainable, then the posts in the 
basement can be eliminated and you will find that the 
two basement rooms will be wuch better for future 
classroom use. ‘ 


The windows in the kitchen and living room downstairs 
are rather small and Mr. Buck is going to improve 
them (this will take some time as they are absolutely 
swamped with work). 


The stairs from the teacher's living quarters can be 
straightened out to remove the landing. ‘This will 
allow more space in the living room and also will give 
you to take furniture upstairs more easily. The 
contractor has been able to do this at Chenail by 
putting in fourteen steps and raising them to 6" apart.

Dear Mr. Arniel. 


I have just returned,last Fridey evening, 
from a trip of inspection to the school at Anahim Flat 
Reserve. 


I found the work proceeding quite satisfactorily. 
The foreman,-Iver Holtlien,- and myself judged it would be 
possible to complete the job,-barring unforseen contingencies, - 
by the last of April with the men we have on the job now. 


I made a report, on the official documents in 
Mr. Christie's hands, of the electrical wiring, etc. the 
electric generator and the forced warm air, automatic con- 
ditioning heating system all of which I found complete and in 
good working order. 


The plumbing should be completed in a week or 
so. All the piping, wastes and vents are installed but not 
as yet tested. Four of fifteen plumbing fixtures are installed. 
Most of the other fixtures'installation is deleyed by the 
frost still being in some of the basement so that it has not 
been advisable to lay the concrete floor on it, as yet. 


I attempted to check the accounts on this school 
that are in Mr. Christie's hands when I was in “illiems Lake 
but it wes too big an undertaking for the time at my disposal 
there, so Mr. Christie allowed me to bring them dow. I have 
checked them over and made up a complete summary of costs and 
returned the accounts, etc. to Mr. Christie by registered mail. 
I am enclosins a copy of my summary to you. 


In July, 1948, I made an estimate of probable 
costs which amounted to ¥27,934.00 but which did not include 
the common lumber (which we had expected to get from the mill 
on the Stone Reserve) and freight on same and the hardware, 
costs of which I did not have. Paints & Electric fixtures also 
were not included as I was not certain what instructions I 
would receive in this connection. These items total up to 
$4570.00 makings a grand total of 332,504.00. Actually the 
cost of the building, accordins to my Summary of Mer. 19th 
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& ¥.S. Arneil, Ind. Comm. 
(2) Mar. 21st/49 


will be, if 2500.00 completes it,-end it should,- ¥33,690, 

or about 4% over my original cost list. The bill for trucking 
appears to be heavy,- considerably beyond my estimate. The 
cost of the spavel for concrete was too hich and of course we 
lost considerable through avoidable am un-avoidable delays, 
including 213.00 added to the original electric wiring and 
generator plant tender. 


I am of the opinion that better results might 
have been obtained if all {nvoices, etc. had peen mailed to 
Mr. Christie, c/o myself 1529 West 65th so that I could check 
them against the original order. 


Naturally I would be in a better position to 
check quantities and costs than coul Mr. Christie or Iver 
Holtlien the foreman (Mr. Christie had him sign the bills). 


I requested the Reliance Lbr. Co. last summer 
to supply me with @ list of the material they were to supply 
with the prices. I got the list of material but the prices 
were out off. Their totel bill for finish lumber, wallboard, 
Bestolite and Masonite proved to be $416.00 higher then I 
estimated from prices I had got for the Novitiate (principally 
from ee Lbr. Yards and Mohawk Lbr. Co. & Can. Western 
Lor. Co. 


Of course there may have been some increase in 
prices in the meantime. 


in my mind that when we were discussing 
the probable cost 0 last June & July you asked me 
if I thought the total cost would be $35,000.00 and I said I 
felt sure the cost would not go over that amount. If that is 
correct (I do not know, of course, what amount the Dept. set 
aside for the school) I am still g1200.00 or 1300.00 below 
that figure. 


Right here I wish to thank you, your office staff 
and Mr. Christie for the consideration and assistance they have 
so willingly given me at all times in connection with this 
building. Mr. Christie is quite eveidently proud of the build- 
ing and says Anshim Flat Keserve will be the show place of the 
Cariboo and moreover that you should arrange your schedule to 
include giving the school your official bessing at the opening.

As you know, we had to bring the water in about 
2200 feet from the side of the mountain. 


As all this work is in the interests of the In- 
dian people for whom the Sisters of Christ the King have 
already made great sacrifices, I would appreciate it if 
you could possibly take care of this account, and thus help 
us in the work which we have been carrying on in that Indian 
territory which you know so well and which you have helped 
ever since coming into the Department.

The Director has just received a confidential 
letter from Archbishop Duke in connection with the 
Aneham School. This letter reads in part as follows: 


"Last spring we made arrangements 
with the Department in connection with the 
new school near the new Novitiate at Anaham 
by which to save the Department getting 
water themselves we would sup ly the weter 
from the Novitiete supply and in return the 
Novitiate would be supplied with light from 
the school. 
However, the cost of the water is 
much higher than the cost of supplying the 
light. The totel cost was approximately 
$5,000.00. 
As you know, we had to bring the water 
in about 2200 feet from the side of the mountain. 
As all this work is in the inter sts of 
the Indian people for whom the Sisters of 
Christ the King have elready made great sacrifices, 
I would appreciate it if you could possibly teke 
care of this account, and thus help us in the 
work which we have been carrying on in that 
Indian territory which you know so well and which 
you heve helped ever since coming into the 
Department." 


With particular reference to the first paragraph 
of the Archbishop's letter as quoted above, we have been

I regret exceedingly that it is necessary to ask that this 
additional amount be made available but as wage accounts to 
this amount have been outstanding since June 30th I would 
ask thet an accountable advance to complete payment be 
forwarded to Mr. Christie as soon as possible. 


I might mention that work on this building was carried 
out continuously after March 31st and the unavoidable delay 
in making funds available for payment of the carpenters 
resulted in complaints from them to the Provincial Department 
of Labour which we found most aifficult to explain. To 
prevent a recurrence of these complaints will you please have 
a cheque airmailed to ir. Christie.

Ne are in receipt of your letter 
of October 29th regarding the above-menti oned 
Plant. 


In reply to the second paregraph of 
your letter, we have to advise that Mr. 
Lees checked the cooling system on October 6th 
after which he was out on the traplines with Mr. 
Kendall. Previous to that, however, Mr. Lees 
had checked the cooling system and removed the 
thermostat in order to try and improve same. 
The cooling system then was working verfectly. 


Ne have not had an opportunity to 
examine the Plant further but have a quotation 
on labour and material to build 4 small power 
house. 


In view of the fact tht the concrete 
will have to be poured, I would suggest that 
authorization is received to build this house 
as soon as possible. 


If you require any further information 
regarding the Plant I would suggest that you 
contact Mr. Davey, School Inspector or Mr. Kendall, 
Fur Supervisor, both of whom know the condition 
under which the Plant was working. 


In addition to the cost of building 
this house it will also be necessary to get the 
services of an electrician to move the switchboard 
and extend the lines.

Dear Mr. Christie: 


Just got a letter from Iver in which he 
says that more trouble has happened with the electrical 
equipment at Anahim School. That the engine bearings 
burned out on account of lack of oil presumably because 
the room door was closed and the engine overheated. 


Seems like as though there is no responsible 
person there to see that even the simplest conditions 
are carried out. 


Undoubtedly if the room was closed up the 
engine would overheat. But the bearings being burned out 
of the engine might be the lack of new oil being put in the 
engine at proper periods because that oil will stand 
tremendous heat if there is sufficient quantity in the 
pan. 


When I was there about a month ago your Asst. 
Mr. Lees, mentioned a vent shown on the Plants which was 
not put in. He said it could be out in the wall under the 
engine radiator. 


Apparently this has not been cut in. Can you 
set Iver to do it, and put 4 niece of screen over the 
opening, 


Iver said you were speaking about a shed 
outside where plenty of ventilation could be obtained. 


Ye considered this in connection with the St. 
James School but it was my opinion that, - even with a small 
stove in it,- (which would probably be allowed to be without 
fuel some cold night anyway) would not be altogether fool 
proof either, 


So the St. James School will be built with a 
10 ft x 12 ft extension which will take in the back steps 
from the basement as well as the Electrical equipment with 
door into the main basement ami heat from there also when 
necessary. It won't freeze up anyway. If you are going 
to put up a separate building for it I think it should 
be done along the same lines as the St. James School plans, 
but I do not think it necessary to do so. To make a new 
building and move the electri cal equipment into it and 
connect up again is quite an undertaking. 


I suggest that you have a vent cut in the wall 
and screened as I wrote above (about 20 in x 14 in) and if 
thet is not enough (and I don't think it will be) get a 
suction electric fan put in the outside wall, near the 
ceiling, with a metal box into the elec. room. That will 
be easier to put in and will keep the room well ventilated 
at all times by having it connected so that whenever the 
plant is working the fan will also work. It will also be 
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vastly cheaper than an outside house, will be more 
nearly fool proof,- and if they can keep water in the 
rediator and oil in the engine should give no more 
trouble. Nill be glad to see about fan and piping 
if you decide to put it in that way. 


I hope you will adopt my suggestion for the 
vent and the fan. It will be less trouble for you to get 
installed,-will be fool-proof snd will remedy the present 
trouble. I probably could get the fan assembly made up 
here, ship up to you as soon as readu It could be put in by 
almost anyone. ( 

If you build a shed for it there would always 
be the danger of it freezing up. ‘ome one will let the fire 
go out in very cold water some time and even. with anti- 
freeze in the radiator the plant would be too cold to 
start easily with the possible result of damage to something 
or exhaustion of the batteries.

I mave for acknowledgment your letter 
of the 15th instant regarding the lighting plant 
located in the school on Anaham Indian Reserve. 


It is very much regretted that serious 
damage was done to this plant on October 15th. I 
have not written until today because I was waiting 
for the return of Mr. Lees, the Assistant, to find 
out exactly what damage had been done. He advises 
me that the following demage occurred to the plant, 
which has a Waukeshaw Motor, Model FC-182-A, 
No. 756632:~ 


Three min bearings burned out. 
Four connecting rods burned out. 
Crankshaft scored. 

Pistons seized. 


It is also quite possible that the piston rings will 
have to be replaced and the cylindemmay have to be 
honed out and the pistons polished; new head gaskets 
and new pan gaskets will also have to be supplied, 
the crankshaft will have to be machifed and it may 
be advisable to get a new crankshaft. 


I would suggest that the machine be 
brought into Williams Lake, which we can do in our 
truck and Mr. Lees can take the head off and find out 
whether the motor will have to be shipped to 
Vancouver or whether it can be repaired here with the 
replacement of the parts mentioned. 


Mr. Lees is of the opinion that there was 
sufficient oil in the motar but it overheated causing 
the evaporation of the oil and that a flash fire took 
place in the pan. His opinion is based on examination 
of the parts and from statements received from the 
Sisters. The Sisters advise that on Saturday, 

October 15th, they turned on the plant about five 
otclock, about 8.30 the lights started to die down and 
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W. S. Arneil, Esq. 26/10/49. 


when they reached the plant it had already stopped 
and smoke was pouring from the engine. They also 
advise that the door of the power room had been 
closed by som of the children. 


There is no doubt in my mind that 
a separate building will have to be erected for 
this plant. With this in mind I contacted Ivar 
Holtien, who has agreed to submit an estimate 
for material required for this building. It is 
suggested that the building be 12 x 12 or 12 x 14. 
When I have received the list of material required 
it will be submitted to you together with an estimate 
of cost of labour. 


Mr. Lees, Assistant in this Agency, 
advises me that he could repair this motor providing 
the cylinders do not have to be honed out. However, 
if this has to be done I think it will be necessary 
to ship the head down to Vancouver. 


Kindly advise me as soon as possible 
what you wish us to do in this matter toward getting 
the plant repaired.

In a letter dated the 4th instant His 2xcellency 
Archbishop Duke informs me that on a recent visit to the 
Cariboo he found at Redstone 42 children of school age from 
6 to 16 years of age,without school facilities and also 20 
children from 1 to 6 years of age, and that all these children 
live within twelve miles of the proposed site of the school, 
should one be authorized, 


His »xcellency mentions the Chezacuz Meadows as 
a good site for a school, and ofiers to have Rev. Father 
Hennessy meet me in the bariboo if I could go up there in 
the Fall to ses the place, 


There has as you know been some corresnondence 

ith regard to the establishment of such a school, and I 
would refer you in particular to the Department's aecision 
in letter 160-22-1 that I was not to make a special trip 

into kedstone to conduct a school survey. Though I have 
been twice at Williams Lake since the receipt of the above 
mentioned letter from the Department, I have on neither 
occasion been able to arrange for the special and rather long 
motor trip into the Redstone country. 


On July 6th syv5y 14 1orwarded to you, with 
reference to the distribution of pupils from Coqualestza School, 
a proposed building programme to cover the Fiscal Years 1929 
to 1943, For a number of reasons, particularly perhaps because 
the Hedstone children live at such distances from a common 
centre at present, and also because they are all over the 
country on hay meadows in the summer months, but also because 
provision had to be made during the years mentioned for the 
education of children who otherwise would have gone to Coqualeetza 
I could not include the proposed hedstone school in that 
proposed building programme, 


I am forwarding herewith a letter from Indian Agent 
Taylor dated July 2 1938 and his list of children available then, 
The ages of the children must now be advanced two years in each 
case, 

May I particularly draw your attention to the 
suggestion contained in Mr Taylor's letter, Paragraph 3, that 
the school should be a seasonal one for six months from - 
November lst to April 30th, and also to the suggestion in 
Paragraph 4 that the necessary buildings be of log construction. 


If a log building is erected it should certainly 


be large enough to accommodate 40 pupils, Small log buildings 
are not suitable for school purposes,

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The Department may wonder why I have not previously 
recommended the establishment of an Indian day school at 
Redstone, 


I have been very doubtful with regard to the wisdom 
of gathering Indians together into a new village just to 
make it possible for the children to attend a day school. 
It is of course obvious that no school could be a success 
at Redstone unless the Indians did build new houses in a 
central location, As you will see from the second last 
paragraph of Mb Taylor's letter even now some of the Indians 
are locking to the Department for assistance in the completion 
of their pronosed new houses, 


I have felt that it might well be better to permit 
the Indians to continue their present mode of life, that 
of active trapping, hunting, and haying. 


As these occupations take up almost all the year I 
did not see just how we should be able to keep un anything. 
like a satisfactory average attendance at the school 


However I may be quite wrong in this case and have 
therefore gone into the whole matter again with care, 
considering the lists of children, the Indian Agent's 
recommendations, the Archbishop's letter etc, 


Provided the Indians in return for rations, etc 
erect under the supervision of a competent person a lez 
log building for a school and a smaller building for a 
teacher's residence, and the Department can find sufficient 
funds to provide the lumber, windows, doors, roofing, 
insode finishing, etc., as well as material for rough home 
made desks, blackboard etc., I am,now, prepared to 
recommend the establishment of a seasonal school at Hedstone. 


I consider that a five month's school during the 
winter, that is from November lst to March Slst would be 
all that these Indians could make proper use of, and this 
type of school would be in line with other seasonal schools. 


I am not very well and do not believe that the strain 
of a journey into Redstone would be worth while in any case, 
iy travelling has been limited by instructions from the 
Department, The site chosen by the Indian Agent is no doubt 
a suitable one, and a special trip to Redstone does not 
.ppear to me to be necessary just to confirm his findings. 
Should such a school be etablished I would of course do my 
best to get in there at least once to see that the teacher 
understood what was necessary, though such seasonal schools 
are not in the usual way inspected by me, 


Within the limits suggested above I would recommend 
the establishment of the seasonal school asked for by 
His Excellency Archbishop Duke,

On my visit to the Cariboo, I found at 
Redstone Reserve 42 children of school age fron 6 to 16 
years of age without school facilities, and also 20 children 
from 1 to 6 years of age to ensure a future to the school, all 
the children living within twelve miles. 


A good site for a day school would be Chezacuz 
Meadows. Father Hennessy thought you might be able, perhaps, 
to go up there in the fall and see the place yourself, and 
I will make arrangements for him to meet you whenever it is 
convenient. 


On my recent visit to Enerby on Confirmation 
tour, I found a number of Indian Children not attending school 
and it was the opinion of Fr. Cullinan as well as my own, that 
a day school at Enderby would do a lot of good and would have 
a great influence on the Indian families and children. 


I will gladly confer with you about these 
two points at your convenience.

Dear Sir: 


I beg to refer to your letter of the 10th 
instant regarding the proposed Indian day school for 
the Alexis Creek Indian Band at Redstone. The 
official description of the land on which it is 
intended to erect the proposed school is Alexis Creek 
Indian Reserve No. 3. This was formerly known as 
Lot No. 1424. 

In regard to the cost of cutting, peeling, 
and hauling logs to the school site, the Indians 
previously advised me that they were prepared to do 
this work in return for food whilst working, no cash 
wages being expected. This would also apply to the 
logs for the teacher's residence. 


It would be necessary for me, however, to 
know the approximate size of the building before I 
could figure out the cost, and I would also have to 
see the Indians at Redstone regarding the distance 
from which logs recuire to be hauled. If you could 
advise me as to the estimated size of the contemplated 
buildings I will go into this matter with the Indians 
at the first opportunity. They are now widely scattered 
in remote haying meadows, inaccessible except with horses.

Dear Sir: 


Replying to your letter of the 16th instant 
with reference to the proposed Indian Day School for 
the Alexis Creek Band, I am of the opinion that the 
teacher's residence should be a part of the Sehool 
building, mainly for simplicity in heating. The size 
and design of this residence would depend upon whether 
@ married couple were employed, or only a single 
teacher. here was some question previously raised 
about this matter, and I understand that the Depart- 
ment prefers to have a married couple in isolated 
places where the man can teach and the wife can do a 
certain amount of first aid and home hygiene work 
amongst the Indians. 


I would submit that sufficient logs for any 
contemplated building could be cut and hauled and 
peeled for rations not exceeding $75.00 in value. [he 
building of the School would be a separate matter. ihe 
Indians are competent to erect the building and finish 
it off, and they are prepared to do that work also on 
a ration basis with material supplied by the bepartment 
such as shingles, flooring, windows, etc. for this 
work I would suggest that a further sum of 4125.00 be 
allowed for rations for the workmen. ‘his would make a 
total of $200.00 with a possibility of perhaps reducing 
this a little.

I would refer you to Departmental letter 160-22-1 of 
August 26, 1940, with reference to the construction of an Indian 
Day School at Alexis Creek, Williams Lake Agency. 


With special reference to the last sentence of the 
above quoted letter, I may say that the sum of $1,500.00 was in- 
cluded in the Estimates for the fiscal year 1941-42 to cover the 
construction of a day school at Alexis Creek. 


In Departmental letter 159-36-5 of April 5, 1941, with 
reference to the Ahousaht Indian Day School, I was informed that 
no provision had been made in this year's estimates for the con- 
struction of Day or Residential schools anywhere in the Dominion. 
I should, however, be glad to know if it would be at all possible 
for the Department to make the comparatively small sum necessary 
for the construction of the Alexis Creek school available this 
year. ‘the Indians of the Alexis Creek Band are still greatly in- 
terested in getting a school started. It will be remembered that 
the proposal was to erect a Day school on Alexis Creek Indian Re- 


serve No. 3 to provide accommodation for forty pupils and teacher's 
quarters and that this school, if sanctioned, would be in operation 


from November 1 to Marmh 31 yearly. The $1,500.00 mentioned above 
includes the sum of $200.00 for the furnishing of the teacher's 
residence,

I have to refer to your letter of July 15th, 
1941, and previous correspondence relating to the provision 
of an Indian Day Sehool for the Alexis Creek Indians. 


During a brief visit to the Alexis Creek and 
Anaham Reserves, the need of day schools in these Reserves was 
stressed by the Indians and, from the information given me at 
the time it was abundantly clear that something should te done 
as soon as possible to meet the situation. Following our 
meetings with the Bands mentioned I instructed Mr. Christie to 
secure the necessary information on the subject and let me have 
a report. this report has now been received and a copy is 
enclosed herewith. 


It will be observed that there are, at present, 
36 children of school age belonging to the Alexis Greek Band and 
60 of the Anaham Band not attending any school. There is no 
accomodation for these children at any of the Catholic Residen- 
tial schools, as nearly all of these schools are now carrying 
a few pupils in excess of the grant earning number. 


I advised Mr. Christie that in view of the fact 
that half of the school year was nearly over and, the difficulty 
in securing qualified teachers, that it was unlikely that we 
could do more than have certain repairs made to existing suitable 
buildings that might be used for school purposes and, secure the 
necessary equipment preparatory to opening the schools in June 
next. Mr. Christie estimates the amount required to put the 
buildings in proper shape and secure certain equipment and fure 
nishings at $ 629.50, but I doubt if this is sufficient and, 
would recommend that favourable consideration be given to author- 
izing &n expenditure up to $1000.00 for these purposes. An

In a letter dated December 7 Indian 
Sommissioner MacKay states that he has recently visited 
the Alexis Creek Reserve in the illiams Lake Agency 
and found that there are 36 children of school age for 
whom no educational facilities are available. The 
Indians in this band are all members of the Catholic 
Church. It is stated that the present population of 
the Alexis Creek Band is 170. They live within a 
radius of two to four miles of the Chief's property 
on which the chureh is built. The local missionary 
and the Indians have unanimously agreed to allow the 
Department to have the use of the church as a school 
building and the Priest's house as a residence for 
the teacher. ‘The church is a well constructed log 
building with plenty of light and a suitable wood 
stove for heating purposes. It will be necessary 
to supply some moterial for interior furnishings. 


In view of the information outlined 
above I believe it would be advisable to open a 
school on this reserve and, in order to comply with 
Section 9 (a) of the Indian Act, an Order-in-Council 
is required. I attach Memorandum to Council.

EDUCATIONS 


The Caribou Indian Residential School opened on 
September 1st and the Anaham Indian Day Sehool on September 
4th, 1945. the return of the pupils to the Residential syehool 
was much better this year. It was expected that there would 
have been very poor attendance at the Anaham Indian vay School 
luring September due to the fact that sost of the Indians 
were still hayins away from the main Heserve, but a special 
effort was made to get their children buck in time and prace 
tically all the pupils who attended last year are now back. 


There are now fourteen pupils in the senior room 
and they show a very keen competitive spirit. Sr. Mary of 
the Angels, teacher of the senior room, visited St. Mary's 
school at Mission last year and saw the Pro-rec. work, and 
iow has her pupils started on this type of physical educa- 
tion. 


During the Indian Commissioner's visit, a site was 
chosen for a new school on this Heserve, and, as soon as it 
is possible to «et a representative meeting, the Indians 
will be asked to surrender this land to the Department for 
school purposes. 


The Roman Catholic Church has not yet found a 
teacher for the Alexis Creek Day School, bu® Fr. Hennessy 
will, in all probability, fill for the winter months, 
i.e. November to March. With the erection of a school and 
living quarters, it may be possible to get the Missionary 
Sisters of Christ tie King to supply a teacher for this school. 
next year. 


It was thought that there might be great diffi- 
culty in getting new pupils for the Cariboo Indian Residential 
School this season due to the non=payment of amily Allowance 
to pupils attending Kesidential Schools, and, although the 
principal advises me that he is ten pupils short of the 
number proviced for by the Department in the grant, there

The pupils were quite 
responsive, and most of them could do additions up to nines 


Plash cards were being used and there was a good competitive 


spirit between the boys and girls. Some of the children read 

out load quite well, but most of them were rather shy when read- 
ing alone. Numberous drawing in crayon have been done, all of 
them of familiar subjects, such as horses, moose, coyotes, cow= 
boys, etc. Some of the older girls around twenty years of age 
were left in charge of the younger children while their parents 
went on their traplines, and these girls also attend school. 


I would suggest that hot cocoa and some of the 
pilot bread taken over from the military authorities be supplied 
next winter for the ohildren's mid-day meal.

In explanation of the attached Voucher which should have had the 
Department's authorization, I would submit the following information. 


There is 22 miles of road into Redstone Meadows Indian Day School 
which has been entirely constructed by the Indians with a little 
assistance from the Department in 1942 amounting to about $200.00 
for food. Since all the work was done with horses and hand labour 
it was only possible to do a minimum of work and since there are 
no white settlers living on this road, no assistance was provided 
by the Provineial Government. 


The excessive rains this summer added to the difficulties of trans- 
porting materials for the construction of the new school and the 
first two truckloads got mired, one of them breaking an axle about 
six miles from thesrdestination in crossing the edge of a meadow 
and the freight including 350 sacks of cement had to be unloaded. 


Something had to be done in a hurry and I contacted Mr. Knoll who 
was busy haying. He very kindly took his bulldozer abeat twelve 
miles across country and bulldozed a road around this meadow, 
also fixing up some other bad holes near the school. 


He spent 20 hours travelling back and forward and half of this 
time was charged to Taylor & Vogelaar for whom he also excavated 
the basement of the school. 


This account should be charged to improvement to roads and I trust 
will meet with your approval.

I regret the delay in forwarding this Voucher and I might 
add that 4 am recently in receipt of a letter from superintendent 
of sducation, Mr Neary in this connection. 


AS you may recall this school was practically completed 
by November 27th but unfortunately the workmen ran short of 
siding. When the siding came I made up a load with school desks, 
shiplap for toilets and two tons of grain for the Indians, 
trucking of the latter to be paid from the appropriation for 
that purpose. 


I had also arranged to take Mr Taylor in the same day to 
finish the school and set up the desks but he excused himself at 
the last moment. subsequently I had to get his partner to «go in 
Mr Vogelaar and I had h set up the desks on 1" x 4 ",oil the 
school-room floor and finish the siding. It appears however that 
Mr Taylor did not estimate correctly the amount of siding that 
was short and about 100f.b.m. is still required. I do not 
propose to hire a carpenter for the balance of this work however 
which can be done in a short time with Indian help. 


Completion of the heating system by Mr Sehwab of Mitchell 
Brothers is still awaited but this should not take very longe 
‘ith the recent heavy snowfall and drifted roads it may be 
difficult to get into Redstone Meadows for a few weeks in view of 
the fact that there is 22 miles Af this road whi is not syow-plowed.

In reply to your letter of the 2nd instant, regarding 
expenditures for wages in connection with the construction 
of the new day School at Redstone Meadows, a credit Vre #99 
has been forwarded to the Indian Commissioner with pay lists 
amounting to $1364.53. 


I received two advances amounting in all to ¥2100.00 
and I have now submitted credit vouchers amounting to 
$1930.09 which leaves a balance unexpended amounting to 
9169.91. 


Some difficulty has been experienced in getting this 
school completed although it was practically finished in 
November. Unfortunately however there was a shortage of 
material in connection with the heating system and also 
in the material supplied by Pre-fabricated Buildings Ltd. 


I am still awaiting completion of the heating system 
which is being done by Mitchell Brothers man at present 
working on the Anaham Indian Day SYhool. The recent heavy 
snowfall may further delay this work as it is difficult to 
get into the meadows now with a motor vehicle and tradesmen 
do not appreciate travelling by sleigh any more. 


However, I put on a National Film Board show in the new 
school at Redstone Meadows on Amas week and found the temporary 
heating arrangements quite comfortable, and I can assure th 
Department that they have got a very goodvand suitable 


building.

I have to refer to your letter of November 7th 
enclosing a copy of your letter to Nelson Brothers regarding 
the need of providing educational facilities for the Indian 
children in residence at Port Hdward and a place called Billmor. 
You will recall that this matter was briefly discussed with you 
when you visited this office some weeks ago. 


Following representations dating back to August 
last, Mr. R. Nelson of Nelson Brothers, visited this office 
on Wednesday when this subject was reviewed. I assured Mr. 
Nelson that I felt the Department would not hesitate to 
provide the necessary equipment and authorize the apvointment 
of a teacher once suitable accommodation could be secured. Mr. 
Nelson’ advised that a suitable building was not available at the 
present time but that the Company had under consideration plans 
which if carried out would make available early in the New Year 
a building that could be used for school purposes until better 
arrangements could be made. He promised to advise me more 
definitely in this connection at an early date and when this in- 
formation is received here you will be further advised. In the mean- 
time the Department is being asked to authorize the employgment of 
a tencher and the purchase of blackboards and other equipment so 
that necessary action may be taken once we are assured that a 
suitable building will be made available. 


When Inspector Thorsteinsson was here he intimated 
that he might be able to ascist us in securing a qualified 
teacher to operate the school. Please discuss this voint with 
him and let me have the necessary particulars in order that the 
matter may be referred to the Department. As the Indians concerned 
belong to various Protestant bodies I should say that the Devartment 
would be in a position to make an appointment without the necessity 


of securing the usual Church [°Mination.

For some time the question of providing 
educational facilities for the children of Indians employed 
at the Port rd vannery has been under consideration with 
Nelson Brothers who own and cperate the plant. The matter 
has progressed to the stage where the Company has accepted 
responsibility for providing the necessary classroom accom- 
modation which will be in readiness by January lst. There are 
at present thirty Indian children of school age available to 
attend with a possibility of twenty more after the new year. 


It is considered that advantage should be taken 
of the offer made by the Company and in order to avoid undue 
delay in getting the school started I should appreciate 
authority to purchase the necessary desks, blackbosrds, teacher's 
desk and chair and other items of equipment necessary in a 
classroom, There are at the moment ten or twelve complete desks 
surplus to requirements at the Pemberton Indian Day School and 
it is my intention to send these to vort  dward unless the 
Department instructs otherwise. 


It is doubtful if a nomination is necessary in 
this case as the Indians employed at Port Udward belong to 
various religious denominations and I would, therefore, suggest 
that an appointment be made without reference to the Church once 
the services of a properly qualified teacher can be secured.

I have had considerable discussion with 
the School Board Representative at Fort Edward and also with 
the Prince Rupert District School Board. As a result of the 
last meeting, the Board have agreed in principle that they 
will have to accept responsibility for the education of Ind- 
ians in the Port Edward Area. It is, therefore, recommended 
that the Department give immediate consideration to closing 
the Port Edward Indian Dey School as from June 30th, this 
year. 


In reply to a direct question, I informed 
the School Board that I would be prepared to recommend that 
the present equipment at the Day School and teacherage at 
Port Edward be rented to the Prince Rupert School Board for 
@ nominal sum. It is likely that the number of Indians 
attending this School will be 75% of the enrollment. As the 
Indians situated in the Port Edward area do not pay rent, 
it is presumed that the Department*may consent to the payment 


of per capita costs of education in the white school district. 


Your further advice and instructions regard- 
ing the recommendation contained herein will be appreciated.

Major D.M. MacKay, Indian Commissioner for B.C., Vancouver, B.C, 


The Department recently gave authority to buy 
sugar and cocoa for school lunches at the Day Schools of 
this Agency. It was my plan that the children should 
themselves supply the canned milk for these hot drinks on 
a rotational basis, each child bringing one or two cans 
once a month. Most of the schools have accepted this plan 
and are glad to conform. 


However, we have had a bad year fishing and on 
the Naas in particular whooping cough is prevalent in 
many homes, Reports from Aiyansh in particular are that 
there will be hardship this winter and that the children 
are under-nourished. Similar reports are to hand from 
Greenville. The teachers are willing to co-operate in 
these recess lunches, and authority is requested to pur- 
chase 6 cases of canned milk, Pacific talls, @ $7.50 per 
case from local stores in Aiyamsh and Greenville to 
supplement what the children may bring in. The retail 
price in Prince Rupert is $6.20 and freight and handling 
charges up the Naas River are $1.30 per case. I can wire 
or radio the teachers concerned if the authority to buy 
is authorized. 


I have discussed this with Dr. Macdonald and he 
states that anything that can be done to maintain health 
standards in these two villages in particular should be 
done, as the whooping cough will take quite a toll in 
both places. It should be stated that there will be 
little or no employment for the natives resident in either 
of these villages this winter, apart from trapping, the 
market for which is a very uncertain quantity at this time.

I am enclosing Mr. Indian Agent Anfield's letter 
of March 15th in connection with a proposed further 
expenditure of approximately $26 for the provision of 
cocoa, milk and sugar for children attending the Kitselas 
and Gwinahe Indian Day Schools. 


While Mr. Neary in his letter of November 29th, 
(file 168-38-5 WI 1), apparently was reluctant to approve 
a further expenditure for this purpose inasmuch as the 
previous expenditure was approved because of specific 
conditions, which conditions prevail also in the Kitselas 
and Gwinaha schools, there would appear to be no alternative 
put to recommend this expenditure now recommended by the 
Agent but it is considered that before inaugurating a 
program of hot lunches for schools in the Skeena River 
Agency in the next academic year the matter should be 
carefully considered.

I enclose herewith Mr. Indian Agent Gillett's letter 
of September 8th in connection with the proposed establish- 
ment of an Indian Day School at Sunnyside. This proposal 
was brought to the Department's attention in June of this 
year, reference Mr. Phelan's letter 168-38-1 of June Sth, but 
it was not considered advisable to put the school in operation 
for the remaining few weeks of the academic year, 


The situation apparently has changed somewhat, and it 
would appear that there may be thirty children available 
during the ten months of the school year in view of which it 
is considered that it would be advisable to establish a school 
at this point. The Church building referred to is 30' x 40' 
and would meet our requirements for a school room. The only 
cost to the Department would be a monthly rental of $10.00, 
in addition to the cost of the necessary equipment. We are 
having some difficulty in securing school desks at the present 
time but Mr. Gillett in a recent communication advised that 
there were a large number of suitable tables belonging to 
various forces in Prince Rupert which could be purchased for 
$3.00 each with suitable chairs at $1.00 each, and if we are 
unsuccessful in securing desks these tables might meet the 
requirements in the meantime. 


It is recommended that the necessary Order-in-Council be 
secured for the establishment of a school at this point and that 
authority be granted for purchase of a heater, blackboard, 
chalk trough and the necessary desks.

It will 
be noted that there are 41 children available, and 
that Mr. Gillett anticipates an average attendance of 
at least 30 should this school be established. 


The cost of establishing this school is 
comparatively small, and as a number of these children 
have already missed a great deal of schooling this year 
it is considered that it would be advisable to open the 
school as soon as possible and continue until the 15th 
of August. It is understood that the establishment 
of the school will require an Urder in Council, but if 
the proposal meets with the Department's approval it 
would be appreciated if you would advise if it will be 
in order to have Mr. Gillett make the necessary arrange- 
ments for the opening of the school on June 15th.

When at Sunnyside Cannery recently I found that there 
were thirty children of school ace there from the various 
villages and agencies, the majority of which were from Port 
Simpson. 


At Sunnyside there is a church building 30' x 40', the 
property of the United @hurch which at present is not in use. 
If this could be secured it would be suitable for a temporary 
school. The lighting is poor and the walls constructed of 
siding only; no inside lining. The lighting could be in- 
proved by cutting down the trees and the stove already in the 
building would be sufficient to keep the building warm enough 
for this time of year. 


Would the department consider transferring the teacher 
from the junior room at Port Simpson to Sunnyside? The 
attendance at Port Simpson has reached the stage now where 
one teacher could manage the children. The average attend- 
anee for March was 30.07 and for April, up to the 27th, 31 
and is gradually declining as the people move away. 


Desks could be transferred from Port Simpson but we 
would need a blackboard, 4 pieces 4' x 8'. 


There is a small building near the church which could 
be used for the teacher. I have spoken to iiss syser and 
she is willing to make the transfer if authocized. 


If the department approves of having a temporary school 
at Sunnyside, may I suggest that consideration be given to 
the idea of having it continue until at least the end of July. 
In this case it might be advisable to appoint a teacher for 
Sunnyside and not to make a transfer from Port Simpson.

The Reverend Wilding called here regarding 
the use of the United Church and dwelling as a school and teacher's 
quarters, and while he was perfectly agreeable to its use for 
this purpose, subject to services in the church out of school 
hours, he was unable to decide on a rental, consequently I asked 
him to discuss this and other details of occupation with you when 
he is in Prince Rupert, about May 25th. 


In order that this matter may be placed 
before the Department I would request a detailed report showing what 
equipment and furnishings are required, with approximate cost 
if you are not able to secure local quotations. Also a survey 
of the Indian children at Sunnyside who would attend, their 
Reserves and religion. If furnishings are required for the 
dwelling, they should be listed. Possibly you could arrange with 
Mr. Anfield to take over the desks and blackboard in the old school 
house at Kitimaat if he has not already transferred them for the new 
classroom at Bella Coola. 


Presuming that the children have already missed 
a great deal of their school work for the year it might be considered 
expedient to carry on the school until the end of July as sugested, 
You should advise if the children will be at the cannery when 
schools reopen in September. It will be difficult to get authorization 
of this project and all furnishines etc., completed by the end of 
the month and the Department may not feel that part of June and July, 
say six weeks, would justify the expense. However, on hearing from 
you further I will take the matter up with the Department.
